Dr. Norviu Green on Tele­ 
graph Legislation. 


BOB SCORES TH E MONOPOLY. 


W ork Before the Committees— 
Civil Serviee Reform—Elec­ 
tion Investigation.

W a s h in g t o n , March28.—Mr. Nor- 
▼in Groan, President of the Western 
Union 
Telegraph 
Company, 
ad­ 
dressed the Senate Committee ou In ­ 
terstate Commerce and the Spooner 
interstate telegraph bill. 
He said he 
did not appear to oppose a fair and 
reasonable enactm ent for the regula­ 
tion of telegraphy. 
If telegraphy was 
commerce in a constitutional sense 
and the Supreme Court had decided 
th a t its business is commerce, then 
there could b-i no question of the 
power of Congress to enact a law such 
as that proposed. 
O rdinarily his company would de­ 
sire to be lot. alone, but under the 
circumstances it was not averse to 
such an enactment as the one pro­ 
posed, with certain objectionable fea­ 
tures stricken out. 
He was led to 
this conversion from the fact tin t his 
company owns and opera'es perhaps 
seven-eighths of all tire telegraphs in 
the United States, and is therefore an 
apparent monopoly. 
W hile, iu point 
of fact, it has the exclusive fran­ 
chises, it lias no legal privileges that 
anybody else cannot ger, bu’ the te e- 
graphs had drifted into a combina­ 
tion not from the grasping efforts of 
any one man or set of men, but from 
the necessities of the laws' of trade 
Rates had 
been 
cheapened and 
business greatly improved in its fac'd* 
ties and n promptness of the service, 
lie said there were gross popular er­ 
rors regarding the maintenance of 
telegraph property. 
He 
s*id the 
Government, could not send message* 
for 10 cents and make the lines self­ 
supporting. 
He believed the \Yeste»n 
Union property could not be dupli­ 
cated for its cost. 
Senator Cullom—“ Do you mean to 
sa' th at your property cost $80,000,- 
0(H) ?” 
Dr. Green—“ Yes, 1 mean to say 
that it could not lie reproduced for 
th a t sum .” 
There was another popular error as 
to the sanctity of mes-ages. The idea 
that any one man had access to the 
messages passing over the Western 
Union wiies was too absurd to dis­ 
cuss. 
* omiug to what he described as the 
objectionable features of the bill re- 
{ 
>orfed by the Postoflice Committee, 
le first took up the arbitrary section 
relative to tin* handling of messages 
according to the time of their re­ 
ceipt. 
He believed that the section 
should be qualified by an addition of 
the words “ as soon as possible.’’ 
The general scope of the section for 
bidding discrimination in forwarding 
m o ssa^s also sufficiently covers the 
case w ithout specific requirement. As 
to the long and short clause, he said, 
in answer to the question, th at no 
higher tariff was charged between 
points on the lines from New Yoik to 
Omaha than between the terminals. 
If the second section of the bill gave 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
the right to say w hat charges were 
unreasonable, it would amount to the 
confiscation of the com pany's lines. 
He would substituto the word “ ex­ 
orbitant” Jor “ unreasonable.” Thu 
long and short lm e clauses should 
also be modified by the insertion of 
the qualifying words, “ under like cir­ 
cum stances.” 
In section 5 the bill provides that 
all parties, excepting the news ser­ 
vice, should be charged like rates. In 
th at re*i>eet it differed from iho Inter­ 
state Railroad bill, which made a 
num ber of 
exceptions 
relating to 
charities, employ^-*, officers, etc. The 
W estern Union had contracts with 000 
railroads for which free and half-price 
services was rendered in re:urn for 
transportation services. The W est­ 
ern 
Union 
wanted 
a 
provi­ 
sion 
like 
that 
in 
the railroad 
bill 
to 
cover 
railroad 
contracts 
Dr. Green said bis company would 
like to have an am endm ent adopted, 
settling the quet-tion of the liability 
of bis company as to the production of 
telegram s 
under 
subpoenas from 
courts and committees. 
There had 
been all sorts of rulings on that point. 
Tho fairest ruling was that made in 
the Aabcock case in St. Louis, when 
it W'as held that the company was 
bound to produce only sucti messages 
as were accurately described. 
He 
would like to see a provision in the 
bill limiting the damages to be paid 
for delay in the trausrais-ion of mes­ 
sages say to 500 tim es the amount 
paid for their transmission. 
It was 
perfectly absurd that the telegraph 
company 
should be 
subjected to 
$25,000 or $50.(00 damages for delay 
of a message for which 25 cents was 
paid. 
Iu conclusion Dr. Green addressed 
him self to the Anderson bill, requir­ 
ing the Pacific railroads to maintain 
and operate their own telegraph lines, 
and criticised some of its features, 
the effect of the measure, he said, 
would be to decrease the revenues of 
the toads; by such legislation the rail­ 
road companies would be the losers 
or the Government would be the loser 
and nobody would be benefitted. 
General Swain one of the counsol 
for the Western Union 
Telegraph 
Company followed in an argument 
against the Anderson bill. 
Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, represent­ 
ing the Postal and united lines, said 
to the committee, th a t those Hues are 
uow substantially under one manage­ 
m ent. They m et the Northern Pacific 
road at St. Paul, the Union Pacific at 
O m aha and the Santa Fe at Kansas 
City. 
At these points the lines he rep­ 
resented had to stop. The lines over 
the Pacific railroads were all operated 
by the W estern Union, consequently 
the only question was whether tho 
lines of the company which he repre­ 
sented should have equal facilities 
o v er’.he roads built by ine people un­ 
der the various Pacific railroad acts, 
or w hether they m ust pay tribute to 
the Western Union from the terminal 
points he had nam ed. There was still 
another question, whether his com­ 
pany could even be allowed to put 
their own lines along the roads. The 
price of a message from New York to 
Ban Francisco was $1. 
It was also $1 
from Omaha to Ban Francisco. All 


his lines could do would be to send a 
message to Omaha and then pay $1 to 
have it transm itted to Ban Francisco, 
so that they would not be on an equal 
with the Western UnioD, “ unless we 
could do business for nothing between 
New York and Omaha at a profit.” 
Having by this arrangem ent been 
driven out of United States territory 
these 1ÍD68 had made 
a 
connec 
tion 
via 
the 
Canadian 
Pacifi< 
w ith 
the 
Pacific 
Coast, 
and 
had built from 
British Columbia 
down to Ban Francisco. 
H e ci'ed 
authorities to prove that the Pacific 
roads bad no right to make a contract 
by which the Western Union had a 
monopoly of telegraphic facilities 
and no right 4o refuse to transm it 
messages banded them by competing 
lines 
He said there would always 
ne two great telegraph companies in 
this country. The people would not 
subm it to have the entire telegraph 
owned by one company, and that 
company owned by one man. 
Dr Green asked if. after the state 
m ent he (Green) had made, Mr. In- 
gersoll could st 11 say the Western 
Union was owned by one man. 
*‘I know,” Ingersoll teplied, “ that 
you have stated that one m an only 
owns so much ; but I know something 
about th at one inan. 
1 ku >w that he 
is not in a Corporation and n e \e r will 
be in a corporation five 
minutes 
that he does not not control it.” 
Ho did not want 
the 
W estern 
Uuiou to stand in the b jrs at Omnha 
like a contrary steer and say, “ We 
have all these lights—all this right of 
way belongs to us to use, am i these 
railroads, built for the people, shall 
treat us in a certain way. 
It shall 
have poles and «ire?», and move onr 
other service, and if any other com­ 
pany tries to b ihl a line it shall 
rge an exorbitant , rieo for haul 
w.” It was like making a bargain 
wiih a soldier that he should not lead 
his gun. The W estern Union had 
peculiar philanthropy of its own. 
It 
di 1 not wish anybody to live if it 
could help it. 
It did not s ipposo that 
his l ompany could make a contract 
with the Canadian Pacific, or that it 
could raise the necessary funds to 
build a line from British Columbia to 
Sau Francisco. 
While tho Western 
Union was in doubt as to the abso­ 
lute health of its eom pe'itor, it sat 
down to wait until it died, and if it 
did not die in a reasonable time it 
proceeded <o do what it could do to 
hasten its demise. Tub monopolies 
all d edaie that t bey aro public benefac­ 
tors, that they wool 1 cheapen products. 
Tne Standard Oil 
Com -any paid: 
“ We me a blessing. 
We give you oil 
cheaper than you can get it in any 
other way.” 
The Postal and United 
lim-B was a promising company. 
If 
the Postal could secure equal facilities 
wit. hit he Western Union, transporta­ 
tion tor poles and supplies, and the 
right of way over the Pacific railroads, 
it would be satisfactory to it if the 
people and Goverment were satisfied. 
General •Mvayne said if Col. Inger- 
hjII wanted to build a line ou the Pa­ 
cific railroads he did not need the aid 
of Congress. 
There was on the stat­ 
ute books authority for any individual 
to compel the Pacific railroad com­ 
panies, by a mandamus to do any­ 
thing which they were required to do 
under the statute or common law. 
At this ]>oint the committee ad­ 
journed. 


CIVIL, 
SERVICE. 
President Foulke Tells H ow it 
W orks In liidluiiM . 


W a b iiín ü t o n , March 28.—William 
Dudley Foulke, President of the in ­ 
ternational Civil Service Reform As­ 
sociation, add re-sed the Senate Com­ 
mittee this morning on the condition 
of the Civil Service in his State. 
He 
described the sweeping removals m a le 
by Postmaster Jones, r.f Indianapolis. 
He detail d the defects in the postal 
service which resulted. Three week- 
elapsed between the m ailing and de­ 
livery of drop leiters. 
Carriers were 
appointed who could not read ad­ 
dresses on letters. 
Letter boxes were 
left unvisited until they were filled. 
Witness said that out of lfid cases 
of suspension, nearly all presidential 
postmasters, only two were ever in­ 
formed of the motives or reuson for 
heir removal. 
Witness called upon 
the Piecident and found that he knew 
of there removals. 
The President 
said it was impossible to let parties 
know tho charges. They were doing 
the best they could. 
The President 
expressed the hoi*e th a t the associa­ 
tion would go hlow, as be has great 
difficulty in bringing some of his party 
up to his ideas of civil service refo m, 
and that Indiuna was a pretty bad 
átate. 


TEXAS ELECTIONS. 


The In v estig a!! n Show* T here 
Were No F rau d s. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 2 9 .—Tho in­ 
vestigation into the alleged outrages 
in Washington county, Texas, was re ­ 
sumed to-day. 
Robert J. Moore, a 
colored republican, serving his third 
term as a member of tbe State Legis­ 
lature, and B. M. H. R indall, also 
a colored Republican of Washington 
county, testified that they, as well as 
many other Republicans, had sup­ 
ported tbe Poopl ’s ticket headed with 
Judge Kirk, at 
the last election. 
Their statemeq$ in general was that 
there was little, if any, interference 
with the election in the county, and 
that good feeling existed there be­ 
tween whites and blacks. 
F. L. Gor­ 
don and J. T. Swearingen also testi­ 
fied, but no im portant facts were 
brought out, and the investigation 
was closed.________________ 
t'lo li T e rrito ria l C onvention.

Words 
ensued between the men and Codoria 
threatraod Wilson. 
Oliver Griffith, 
the nai keeoer, told them to quit, llot 
words fullo«ed, an d <rritfitb attem pted 
lo pm the men out. 
Codoria got on 
the steps leading up to the side- 
wa k, 
pulled 
a 
revolver 
and 
fired two shots 
shooting 
Griffith 
in the head. 
The latter ran back for 
his gun when Wilson received a ball 
from Codoria’s revolver, which passed 
through bis left lung, ranging down­ 
ward and forward. 
A second shot 
struck a M exican bystander in the 
leg, inflicting a flesh wound. 
Griffith 
then fired, bitting Codoria in tho left 
log. Tbe ball ranged up into the 
groin. 
Another shot from Codoria’s 
weapon 
was 
sent 
clear 
through 
Griffith’s body near tbe heart and he 
fell ou the floor. 
All three men are 
disabled. 
Griffith and Wilson are 
said to be dying. 
Griffith had a wife 
and child. Codoria was taken home 
and the Mexican was allowed to walk 
away. 
The two others were held as 
witnesses. 
The place looked like a 
butcher pen after tiie shootiug from 
the blood that covered tho floor.

The Monopoly of tho In te rn a ­ 
tio n a l 
Com pany 
B roken. 


N o g a l e s , A. T., March 28.—3ome 
months ago the Internationcl Steam­ 
ship Company, of San Diego, Cali­ 
fornia, put on a line of steamers from 
San Francisco to Guaymas, Mazatlan 
and other points on tbe Mexican 
coast. 
They monopolized the carry­ 
ing trade to such an extent that tLe 
steam ship Newbern and other small 
crafts were obliged to stop running. 
But the steam ers of the new line soon 
became very irregular and frequently 
failed to touch im portant ports for 
several weeks at a time. 
This so dis­ 
pleased tbe business men of Guaymas 
and other ports they entered into an 
agreem ent to give the Newbern all 
their business. 
The company ac­ 
cepted the proposition and the’New- 
bern lias just arrived at Guaymas 
from 8an Francisco on her first trip in 
four m onths. *

hold valuables, but the rescuers sc 
nearly lost their lives by the caving in 
of the walls th at the eilbrt was aban­ 
doned. The flames spread with alarm ­ 
ing rapidity. 
All ihore in the hotel 
managed to escape safely. The hotel 
was uninsured, the policy having ex­ 
pired a few days before. Tne loss 
will probably be $5000 on the hotel, 
and on the other buildiligs several 
thousand more.

Tbe Dead B an d it a n e ld O ffender 
—Tbe P u rsu it. 


P ik k n i x , A . T., March 2 8 .—District 
Attorney Cox, one of tho pursuing 
posse, returned to-day and says the 
track of Gribble’s m urderers, three in 
number, was taken at the place 
where the crime was committed aud 
followed directly west 
thirty - five 
mileB, thence southw esterly seventy- 
five miles, then back over the same 
track forty-six miles in the Central 
mountain range, flu-nee east into the 
Eagle Tail mountains, meanderimr 
thtough the hi^he-t peaks and coming 
out at “ the Tanks4” at tho northern 
point of the above range, into the Vul­ 
ture desert, where Saturday morning 
at, about 10 o'clock tho murderers 
were overhauled by M urphy aud Cox 
and 
their 
party 
of 
five 
men. 
The 
posse 
made 
a 
run 
to 
head 
them 
off. 
Tiie 
assassins 
took a position in a dry wash awaiting 
the attack. 
After holding a consulta­ 
tion a messenger was dispatched to 
V ulture, fifteen miles away, to get 
recruits to effect the capture. The 
robbers, seeing the courier leaving on 
a ga lop, shed the bullion to lighten 
their loads aud made a run across the 
desert in tbe direction of Wickerburg. 
The posse gave chase on the ruu for 
twenty-five mil. s. 
W ithin four miles 
of Wickerburg two of tiie robbers 
aban-loned their horses and took to 
the rocks afoot. Tbe posre pursued 
the remaining horsem an, who circled 
around the Vulture peaks, coming 
back within a quarter of a mile of the 
Vulture camp, taking the same trail 
he passed over the d a j before. 
He 
returned to secure his bullion aud trav­ 
eled directly for the Gila river, where 
he was killed. 
The posse with Indian 
trailers are now on tbe track of the 
rem aining two, with every prospect 
of capturing them , for the Indians 
pursue the trail as well in the night 
as in the day, the only difficulty be­ 
ing to keep mounted men in support­ 
ing distance. 
The dead bandit has 
neen identified as Iuuoeente Valen­ 
zuela, f-r whom Wells, Fargo & Co. 
have a standing reward of $2500, for 
robbing the V ulture stage a few years 
ago. 
H e also got $1000 by a stage 
robbery in San Luis Obispo county.

posing the toast, “ Onr Kinsman 
said the English had the right to call 
all the people on the other side of the 
Atlantic “ cur kinsm en,” and that 
Englishmen were entitled to look upon 
that nmn as an enem y to m ankind 
who would do anything to excite anger, 
disorder or dispute between America 
and Great Britain. 
There were other 
questions besides tho fisheries ques­ 
tion which ought to be considered, for 
instance, the commerce of America 
and Canada had built high walls and 
had called (hem tariffs. 
These walls 
prevented freedom in trading. 
The 
Canadians 
p ished 
these 
barriers 
abolished and he was certain it would 
bo accomplished. 
His opinion was 
that if the economical acts wero so 
strong, there would be a tendency 
hardly lesiHtable, to get over the 
sentim ent that it was bettor for the 
Canadians to be associated politically 
with G reat Britain than with the 
United Mates. 
He considered the 
imperial federation impossible. The 
scheme was no lietter than a dream. 
He would like to a*-k the advocates of 
federation w hether the colonies were 
likely to link themselves with the 
stupid foreign policy of England, eu- 
teiiug into the quarrels and wars of a 
people 10,000 miles *away? 
He had, 
however, the strongest belief in the 
great future of the English colonies, 
which he hoped would lie strength­ 
ened by amicable relations with the 
mother country. 
Might they not hope 
ft r tbe highest and noblest federation 
under a different government, 
it 
might be but united by race, sym­ 
pathy, freedom of industry and com­ 
munion of interests: a federation of 
perpetual peace, th at would lead the 
world to that, better, that all-hoped- 
for find believed-in peace, although it 
might not be perm itted those mortal 
eyes to behold it. 
The Daily News considers B right’s 
utterances more characteristic than 
judicious. 
It doubts the prudence of 
the m an in his position in letting the 
Canadians see he does not care how 
soon they set up for themselves.

Testimony of Those Who 
Saw the Deed. 


THE 
PROSECUTION 
ENDED. 


The Defense to Begin this Morn 
U g —The Story of the Mur­ 
der as Related. 


JJThe trial oí Francisco Calzada, ac­ 
cused of wife murder, was resumed 
before Judge Cheney yesterday morn 
ing. 
Win. I. Foley, attorney for the 
defense, requested the Court to take 
cognisance of the reports of certain of 
the daily papers, stating that they 
were so grossly incorrect in their re­ 
ports of the trial that it amounted to a 
contempt. The Judge state<| tti&t ha 


¿id ÜOt iead newspaper reports of 
trials, and, further, it was not his 
province ^ to dictate to the pres*. 
However, he would suggest that re­ 
porters should make careful and accu­ 
rate reports. 
. . 
The first witness called was Trini­ 
dad Morales, who testified : I live on 
Jefferson street, near Mariano Bailo- 
nio’s house, not far from Jefferson 
■treat. I knew Louisa Calzada. She 
is dead now, having been killed on 
the 2d of last August. She was killed 
by Calzada, who shot her six limes 
I was standing near the door when I 
eaw the deceased standing near the 
bridge. She turned and Calzada shot 
her.Angelita Alvarez testified: 
I re- 
iade on Jefferson street near Alameda 
I have known Francisco Calzada and 
bis wife for about eight years. I was 
not at home on the day of the shoot­ 
ing. I do not think Louise and Fran­ 
cisco lived together during the year 
1887. 
They first lived one place and 
then another. 
1 
remember that 
Francisco came to her place a few 
days before he killed her, and told 
her he wanted a settlement. 
lie 
wanted her to alio v him to take the 
children; she said she would have no 
settlement. 
C atari no Urias being called, testi­ 
fied: I livtd about eightv feet from 
Louise Calzada the day she was shot. 
At the time I was Bitting at th e end 
of my house boring a hole in a scant­ 
ling, when I saw Calzada go up to the 
fence where Louise was living. I n o ­ 
ticed him because I could not make 
oat who he was. 
As he went up to 
the gate Louise and a woman by the 
name of Lenore were coming from 
the house towards the gate. 
I heard the man, who was Calzada, 
aak for his children. Louise called 
to the oldest girl, aud she came up. 
He took Louise in his arms and kissed 
ber. I then saw it was her husband, 
•nd continued my work. 1 heard him 
aak the child if she did not want to 
go with him. A few seconds after I 
heard a shot, and looking up saw the 
woman lying on the ground, lie was 
firing his pistol into her shoulders. I 
hollowed to him and said : “ You bar­ 
barian, what are you doing?” He 
■topped and came toward the gate. I 
went towards him, and he looked 
back, and noticing the body of Louise 
move, he returned and fired another 
■hot into her body. He then took the 
little child in his arms and started for 
the store. 1 called to some men at 
the store, telling them not to let him 
pass, 
for 
he 
had killed a wo­ 
man. 
I 
then 
went 
up 
and 
took the piBtol from him. 
Some 
one said: “ Why did you not reserve 
a few of those shots for yourself ?” 
He Baid, “ I intended to, but re­ 
pented.” 
I called for a rope to tie 
nim. 
After tying him I sat down on 
a bench by Calcada and asked him 
why he had committed such a mur­ 
der. 
He said: “ I did it for my 
children.” 
He said he had recom­ 
mended the children to Father Peter, 
and he would leave them with him 
I then took him into the house and 
went out to where the body of Louise 
was lying. The children were stand­ 
ing around their mother crying. 
I 
noticed three wounds in her shoulder. 
Some one had thrown a cloth over 
her as she lay on the ground. Fran­ 
cisco and his wife had lived apart for 
about two years. 
He took the boy 
and she kept the two girls. 
Cross-examination: When Calzada 
came up to the two women at the 
he appeared very friendly and 
■hook hands with both. When I saw 
him while he was shooting he ap­ 
peared angry and excited. 
G. W. Tyler, ex-captain of the po­ 
lice, testified: I called upon Fran­ 
cisco Calzada at the city prison after 
he was incarcerated and asked him to 
relate the facts connected with the 
■hooting. He said he killed his wife 
on account of his children. He told 
me that for some time he and his 
wife had been having trouble, that 
they lived apart, she with another 
man and that Louise, his two childron 
and ihe man referred to occupied the 
same bed. He said he killed her to 
prevent his children from growing up 
to be prostitutes. 
Francisco Urias, being called, testi­ 
fied as follows: I was at a store on 
Jefferson street at the time Calzada 
shot his wife. I heard several shots 
and going out saw him coming toward 
me with his little girl in his arms and 
a pistol in his right hand. Catarino 
Urias was following him and called 
to^ him 
to 
surrender. 
Calzada 
■aid he was ready as he had done 
whAt he intended. They then took the 
pistol from him and unbuckled a belt 
of cartridges from his waist. I saw 
Francisco at Louise’s house some 
time before the shooting but I do not 
know that they lived together. 
I do 
not know whether Louiee bore a good 
character or not. 
I often saw both 
men and women go to her house. 
Jesus Massat testified: I was in the 
■tore near Mrs. Calzada's house at the 
time of the shooting. I heard the shots 
and ran out. Francisco was coming o t 
. Of Louise Calzada’s yard with his ofcjld 
in his arms.

Cross-examination: I have acted 
as a reporter on different papers for 
fifteen year.j, and have interviewed 
many persons charged with murder. 
I do not think I have ever interviewed 
any one more cool. He said he had 
saved his children from a life of 
shame and he was satisfied. 
A. T. Cates testified: I was a police 
officer at the time the shooting occur­ 
red. A boy came to the police office 
and told me a murder had been com­ 
mitted near the corner of Jefferson 
and Alameda streets. I called an ex­ 
pressman and drove to the place. I 
found the defendant in a dark room 
with his bauds loosely tied. I hand­ 
cuffed him and went to where the wo­ 
man lay. I put Calzada between my­ 
self anu the expressman and drove to 
the city hall. 
I asked him why he 
committed such a deed. He replied: 
“A man has been sleeping between 
my niae-year-old girl aud my wife, 
and I killed her to keep the children 
from growing up prostitutes.” I ask­ 
ed him if he did not know he would 
be hung. He said: “ Yes, I am ready 
to be hung at any time. I have ar­ 
ranged everything. The Sisters will 
take care of the children.” 
Sackett Cornell testified: I saw 
Louise Calzada a short time after her 
death. She was lying in an inclosure 
on Jefferson street, in a pool of blood. 
I noticed 
several 
large 
gunshot 
wounds in the shoulder. I saw Cal­ 
zada at the Police Station afterward. 
I went iuto his cell in company with 
Captain Tyler and Mr. Miller of the 
Times (witness testified to the same 
facts sworn to by Mr. Miller.) 
Distriet-Attorney Depuy introduced 
the papers in 
the habeas 
corpus 
case of Francisco Calzada vs. Louise 
Calzada, a suit by the plaintiff to pro­ 
cure the possession of his two chil­ 
dren, which petition was denied by 
the court, June 14, 1887. With this 
evidence the case was closed on the 
part of the prosecution. 
The attorney for the defense hav 
ing requested time to prepare his 
evidence an adjournment was taken 
until 9 :30 a. m. to-day.

A SMALL BLAZE

About ten minutes past 3 o’clock 
yesterday morning two young men 
who were passing the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank building, saw coals 
of fire dropping from the ceiling of the 
storeroom adjoining the bank on the 
south, which is now undergoing re­ 
pairs and which is separated from the 
bank only by a wooden partition. 
The youDg men ran up the stairway 
and discovered that a fire was in 
progress in the room used for the 
United States Grand Jury. 
This 
room was vacant and the doors were 
locked, but through the window the 
men could see that there was no time 
to lose if the building was to be saved. 
They therefore fired several shots 
from revolvers and assisted by the 
policemen who appeared they broke 
open the doors and found that the 
floor, wainscoting and 
wall near 
the 
door 
were 
in 
flames. 
A 
few 
minutes 
hard 
work 
ex­ 
tinguished the fire and then an ef 
fort was made to discover the cause. 
It was found that the floor was sat­ 
urated with coal oil for some distance 
near the seat of the flames and a lan­ 
tern was near by, but the lantern was 
intact and there was no evidence that 
it had been lighted or bad exploded. 
It was judged from appearances that 
rubbish had been 
piled near the 
wainscoting, saturated with coal oil 
and there ignited. The room was not 
in use and had been kept locked for 
some time, so that no one so far as 
known had been in it and the break­ 
ing out of the fire at 3 o’clock in the 
morning seemed to indicate that it 
was incendiary. 
The building was 
damaged only in about $50, but had 
the fire not been discovered at its 
start it is probable that the bank be­ 
low would have been consumed.

o f C h ie f J u s t i c e W a i t e . 
A large number of the members of 
the Los Angeles bar assembled in 
Judge Hutton's eourt-room at 10 p. m. 
yesterday to take action upon the 
death of Chief Justice Morrison K. 
Waite. Upon Judge Hutton calling 
the meeting to order, Colonel Wells 
offered the following preamblo and 
resolutions: 
The life of the Chief Justice of the 
Supremo Court of the United States 
having been brought to a close, and 
deeming it due no less to his own 
high character than to his exalted 
official position that the bench and 
bar of Los Angeles should offer their 
tribute of respect for the manner in 
which he has discharged the duties of 
his office and the esteem in which his 
virtues are held, now, as an expres­ 
sion iu some measure of the sorrow 
with which we have heard the an­ 
nouncement of bis death and our re 
gard for his public and private vir­ 
tues and profound wisdom, it is 
Rewlved, That the melancholy in­ 
telligence of the death of our illustri­ 
ous citizen, Morrison It. Waite, was 
received by the bar of Los Angeles 
with the decjiest and most painful 
sensibility; his long, pure, brilliant 
and patriotic services on the bench of 
the Supreme ('ourtof the United States 
during the most tryiDg period of our 
nation’s history ; his successful labors 
in the service of jurisprudence; and 
his incorruptible integrity as a man 
and a jurist, have given him a placo 
in the hearts of the bench and bar that 
will bo cherished through future gen­ 
erations. 
Rewired, That out of respect to his 
memory, these resolutions be spread 
upon th*- minutes of the court, and a 
copy of the same with the proceedings 
had tie forwarded to Mrs. Justice Waite, 
and that this court now stand adjourn­ 
ed until to-morrow at 10 o’clock a . m.

All of the above being concurred in 
by the gentlemen present, Judge Hut­ 
ton then spuke as follows: 
G e n t l e m e n o p t h e B a r —It is de­ 
nied me to speak much from personal 
acquaintance of the life and character 
of the lato Chief Justice. My personal 
acquaintance with him was extremely 
limited, but we of the legal profession 
are peculiarly favored with opportun­ 
ities of knowing and appreciating the 
worth and merit of th pe who stand 
at the head of our profe.-.sion and who 
are entrusted with the duty of ex­ 
pounding the laws ior the guidance of 
ourselves and of the people whose in­ 
terests we .are called upon to protect. 
It can not, therefore be said that 
Chief Justice Waite was unknown to 
any oi us. We all knew him as the 
man who for the last fourteen years 
has occupied the highest attainable 
position in our profession, a position 
which, though nominally inferior to 
that 
of 
the 
President 
of 
the 
United States, is in reality more 
preferable 
to 
it, 
more exalted, 
for it is one demanding a higher order 
of intellect, sounder judgment and 
greater purity ot character. 
It must be conceded that any one 
possessing all the qualifications re­ 
quired of a Chief Justice could dis­ 
charge the duties of the Chief Execu­ 
tive, whilst, on the other hand, one 
might be able, with the assistance 
and advice of the heads of the several 
departments of the government, to 
perform satisfactorily to the majority 
the functions of the Presidency, and 
yet be wholly unfitted to preside over 
and participate in the deliberations 
and decisions of the highest oourt of 
this country. 
To be permitted to judge is, under 
all circumstances, as serious as well 
as exalted privilege and duty, but to 
bo permitted to sit as the Chief Jus­ 
tice of the highest judicial tribunal of 
the Government of the United States, 
from which no aopeal or writ of error 
«an be taken, is to perform in this 
world one of the exalted functions of 
omniscience. 
If faithfully performed until death, 
as was done by the late Cliief JuBtice, 
it is befitting that the lawyers and 
courts throughout the land take some 
action to evince their appreciation of 
the deceased, and to record an ex­ 
pression of their regret of his death. 
This you have fully expressed in 
the reio’ttiocs presented. 
1 fully concur m all that is theie 
written, and what bus been Buid in 
support of them.

it is, therefore, ordered that the 
resolutions be received and spread m 
full upon the minutes of this court, 
and that as a mark and token of 
reRtect for the late Chief Justice 
Waite, this department of the court 
do now stand adjourned until to­ 
morrow’ at 10 a . m. 
Judges Cheney and Gardiner also 
adjourned their reflective courts as 
soon as pending business had been 
disposed of. 
The following resolution was read 
in Justice Taney’s court: 
The death of the Hon. Morrison R. 
Waite. Chief Justice of the Supremo 
Court of the United States, has occa­ 
sioned widespread regret. 
His in­ 
tegrity, breadth of mind and strength 
of character made him the worthy 
object of a nation’s admiration, and 
occasioned the extended sorrow which 
followed his demise. 
All who are 
called upon to administer the law may 
justly join in the vast funeral pageant 
which follows his remains to the 
grave. 
It is, therefore, ordered, on motion 
ot Stephen M. White, that this court 
stand adjourned until March 29,1888, 
at 8 o’clock a. m ., as a mark of re­ 
spect to the memory of Morrison R. 
Waite, late Chief Justice of the Su­ 
premo Coart of the United States.

PRESIDENTIAL SPECULATIONS. 
Having made two somewhat pro­ 
tracted trips to the E ast since the 6th 
of last November, and having talked 
to multitudes of people and listened to 
m ultitudinous talk when I was not an 
interlocutor, my experience em brac­ 
ing Salt Lake, Denver, Kansas City, 
St. Louis, Chicago, Columbus, Pitts­ 
burg, Harrisburg, Philadelphia, Bal­ 
timore, New York and Washington, I 
feel emboldened to say something 
about the next Presidential election. 
There has been at no time a serious 
question of Mr. Cleveland’s renomi 
nation. There have been mutterings 
from New York and Indiana and a 
few other points of opposition to the 
President in his own party, but they 
have never amounted to anythin] 
that might be called formidable, am 
now they are scarcely heard at all. 
Most Democrats accustomed to heed­ 
ing the signs of the tim es have long 
ago made up their m inds that Grover 
Cleveland would be the choice of his 
ovn party. 
The only question has 
been 03 to his election. The immense 
mass of Democrats have settled down 
enthusiastically to the belief that the 
only thing tbat can prevent him from 
being his own successor would be an 
act of God that should prem aturely 
remove 
him 
from this mundane 
sphere. 
The Republican nominee 
this vesr may be a stronger candidate 
than* Blaine was in 1884, although 
there is grave doubt of that with 
many, but Mr. Cleveland is immeas 
urably stronger than he was then. In 
the places nam ed, in hotels, cars, om­ 
nibuses, stores and all places of public 
resort, it would be a hazardous thing 
for me to attem pt to enum erate the 
number of persons who avowed them ­ 
selves Republicans, and who said, in 
substance, that Cleveland was good 
enough for them .

ticing physician and surgeon. 
1 have 
knowu the deceased since last Sunday, 
when I was called to see him at 
Boyle H eights and found him insane 
I rem ained with him all day on Sun 
day,aud ouring the afternooil I called 
D/. Morrison in consultation, and w 
concluded that the deceased was ir 
sane, but thought it waB only tempo­ 
rary, caused by his constant care of 
his wife, who is an invalid, and also 
from receiving news from his old 
home in relation to the death of his 
mother and the serious illness of his. 
father. Monday morning the insanity 
assumed a more violent form, and we 
found it necessary to take him to the 
County Jail and have him confined. 
I have visited the deceased twice a 
day since, and he has been growing 
rapidly worse since. 
W hen I came 
Ibis’ morning I found the deceased 
dead. 
I exam ined the body and 
found no external m arks of violence. 
The cause of death was complete ex­ 
haustion. 
The jury returned a verdict of death 
from natural causes.

A S O L E M N O C C A S I O N . 


House and Senate Adjourn to 
Attend the Obsequies—W aite’s 
Successor Suti£esled. 


I Associated Press Dispatches to the H e r a l d . ] 
As early as 11 o’clock this morning 
the galleries of the Houee of Repre­ 
sentatives were crowded with specta­ 
tors anxious to observe the funeral 
Eervices over the remains of the late 
Chief Justice Waite. Over every door­ 
way were heavy draperies of black, 
and the folds of the American flag 
which hangs over the Speaker's chair 
were tastefully caught up with the 
same emblems. In tbe snace in front 
of the Clerk’s desk wore arranged 
chairs for the accommodation of the 
relatives and friends of the deceased, 
the President and his Cabinet, the 
Justices of the Supreme Court and the 
funeral committees of Congress. The 
front rows of the desks of the mem 
bers were reserved for Senators, while 
in the back of the hall the space was 
filled with chairs for the accommoda­ 
tion of invited friends and members of 
the House. 
TI1R REMAINS WERE REMOVED 
From the family residence to the Cap­ 
itol at 11:39. They were accompa­ 
nied by his relatives, the Associate 
Justices and their families, the offici­ 
ating clergymen, officers of the Su­ 
preme Court, representatives of dif­ 
ferent bodies of which the deceased 
was a member and numerous friends. 
There were no services at the house 
and the arrangements were of the 
simplest and quietest character. 
Promptly at 11:30 the Sjreaker called 
the House to order. 
PRAYER WAS OFFERED 
By Rev. Dr. Cutlibert. The business 
oi the House was then suspended, 
while if s officers carried the bier and 
placed it in front of the Clerk’s desk. 
THE SENATE 
Met at 11:30, and after prayer by the 
Chaplain, proceeded to the Ilall of 
the House to attend the funeral. At 
11:40 the Senate was announced in 
the House, and all the members re­ 
mained standing while the Senators 
took the places assigned them. The 
Regents of the Smithsonian Institute, 
Judges of the Court of Claims and of 
the Supreme District Court of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, District Commis­ 
sioners, Dipiomaiic Corps, officers of 
the United States Supreme Court, 
and the department justices and 
many members of the bar of the 
Supreme Court were escorted to seat s 
upon the floor. A few minutes before 
noon Mrs. Cleveland, accompanied 
by Miss Bayard, entered the Execu­ 
tive Gallery of the House, both ladies 
being appropriately dressed iu black. 
Shortly alterwards the President and 
his Cabiuet were announced, and 
hundreds of people who had by this 
time secured seats in the hall, 
ROSE JN RESPECTFUL ATTENTION 
As the distinguished guests were es­ 
corted to their seatR. Every member 
of the Cabinet was present, and with 
them entered General Sheridan, who 
was clad in full uniform. In a few 
minutes afterward the Congressional 
Committee entered, followed by Bish­ 
op Paret reading the “The Lord gave 
and the Irerd hath taken away, bles­ 
sed be the name of the Lord,’’ as the 
casket inclosing the remains of the 
deceased was borne into the chamber 
and placed upon the bier. 
THE HEARERS OF THE CASKET 
Were all employes of the Supreme 
Court, ami behiud them, attired in 
tbeir robes of office, came the honor­ 
ary pall-bearers, the Justices of the 
Supreme Court. 
The casket was 
tastefully adorned with crosses, palm 
branches, and with a floral tribute of 
roses and lilies. 
The impressive 
burial service of the Episcopal Church 
was then read by Bishop Paret, the 
music being rendered by a choir of 
eighteen voices. 
THE SOLEMNITY OF THE OCCASION 
Was heightened when, as Bishop 
Paret read the Apostles’ Creed, the 
vast audience rose of their own accord 
and joined in the solemn recitation of 
faith. At the 
CONCLUSION OF THE SERVICES 
The casket was borne from the cham­ 
ber and the ceremonies in the House 
were closed. The House at 12:45 
adjourned and the Senate repaired to 
its chambers and immediat lv ad­ 
journed. Iu the corridor, immediate­ 
ly outside the House, a procession 
was formed and the remains were 
slowly borne to the house. The fu­ 
neral party was immediately driven 
to the depot. 
THE DEPARTURE. 
On the arrival of the procession at 
the Baltimore and Potomac station 
the casket was placed on a raised 
crape-covered platform in a combina­ 
tion car at the rear of the train. . The 
family and friends and the committee 
of Congressmen were shown to the 
cars se¿ apart for each, and at 2 
o’clock the train moved out of the 
station. 
MRS. WAITE. 
St . L o uis, March 28.—Mrs. Morri­ 
son K. Waite and a number of mem­ 
bers of the family arrived this morn- 
iug from California en route for 
Toledo. The party will arrive at Toledo 
to-night at 10 o’clock. • 
PROGRAMME AT TOLEDO. 
T oled o, March 28.—-The city is all 
astir with preparations for the funeral 
of Chief Justice Waite. The funeral 
train will be met at the depot by the 
Mayor and city officials, a committee 
of the City Council. Produce Ex­ 
change, Bar Association and other 
bodies.

The body wifi be conveyed to 
the Trinity building, wh< re it will lie 
in Btate from 1 p. m. until 2:30 p. m., 
when it will be removed to Trinity 
Church.

D. D., of Brooklyn. N. Y., formerly 
rector of Trinity Chruch. From the 
church the body will be taken to 
Forest cemetery, where it will be de­ 
posited in the vault.

COOLIE LEGISLATION. 
The New T re a ij-A lew Loop, 
bolea Left Open for Joha. 
W ashington, March 28.—The new 
new Chin*** treaty which la made 
public to-day, provide* that for ape­ 


time of the exchange of ratifications, 
the coming of Chinese laborers to the 
United States is prohibited. This does 
not apply to the Chinese laborer who 
has a lawful wife, child or parent in 
the United States, or property therein 
to the value of a thousand dollars, or 
debts of a like amount due him. _ 
Every Chinese laborer on leaving 
the United States must, as a condition 
for his return, deposit with the Col­ 
lector of Customs of the district from 
which lie departs, a full description 
in writing of his family or property or 
debts, and shall be furnished with a 
certificate show ing his right to return 
to the United States. Should his 
statement prove false, he forfeits his 
right to return. 
Such right of return shall bo exer­ 
cised within one year of the date of 
leaving the United States, but may he 
extended for an additional period, not 
to exceed one year. 
The existing privileges of travel and 
sojourn in the United States to Chi­ 
nese officials, teachers, students, mer­ 
chants and travelers for curiosity and 
pleasure, remain undisturbed, as well 
as the transit right of laborers. 
The Chinese shall have for the pro­ 
tection of their persons and property 
all the rights given by the laws of the 
United States, except tbe right to be­ 
come naturalized citizens. 
It is agreed in the treaty to pay 
$275,619 as a full indemnity for all 
losses sustained by Chinese subjects 
who have been victims of injury in 
person and property at the h and B of 
wicked and lawless men. 
If six months before the expiration 
of the twenty years neither govern­ 
ment formally gives notice of its ter­ 
mination, the treaty shall remain in 
force another jroriod of twenty years, 
W A IT E ’S SU C C ESSO R .

CATTLE « R O W E R S ’ 
A nnual C onvention a t B eu v cr—

D en v er, Col., March 28.—The 
third annual meeting of the Inter­ 
national Cattle Growers’ Convention 
convened in the Clumber of Com­ 
merce at 11 o’clock this morning. 
There were three hundred delegates 
present, representing every section of 
range county, from the Missouri 
river to the Pacific coast. Tue meet­ 
ing was called to order by Governor 
Adams, who delivered the address of 
welcome in behalf of the State, lie 
was followed by Mayor Lee, for the 
city. President I-Ioau then delivered 
the annual address, at the conclusion 
of which a resolution was introduced 
and adopted amending tho constitu­ 
tion of the association as so to give 
individual membership instead of 
membership through local associa­ 
tions.

Increased Activity in Eail- 
road Circles. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC PROJECTS. 


Work to be Resnmed on the Utah 
Road—The San Diego Ex­ 
tension. 


Railroad business is booming in the 
city at a rate unprecedented in its 
history, and the offices of the various 
ticket agents are crow ded daily. Two 
incoming and three outgoing excur­ 
sions are registered for the week, and 
many others are on the tapis. Five 
Pullman cars oi passengers go out of 
the city each day for San Francisco, 
iu nearly every instance with all the 
berths taken, and the trains arriving 
here bear a proportionate quota ot 
business. Local traflie is also increas­ 
ing 
at

pro|*ortionate 
rate, 
and the Santa Ana, Co ton, San 
Fernando, San Gabriel and other 
services show’ a marvelous ad­ 
vance 
over 
the 
business of 
the previous year. This activity is 
not confined to the passenger business 
alone, and in the freight departments 
the imports aud exports are much 
heavier than they l.ave ever been be­ 
fore. Large shipments of oranges are 
being made over both the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fc roads, and under 
the improved methods of packing are 
reaching their destinations in much 
better condition than has hitherto 
been tho case. 
Large quantities of 
coal and lumber aro received in tho 
city daily, and a great many cattle 
are being sent in from Arizona. 
This commercial activity is one of the 
best evidences of Los Angeles’ pros­ 
perity,and judging by the indications, 
‘ but the foreshadowing of the 
enormous business that will ultim 
ately be centered here.

Messrs. Wood­ 
bury and Scott returned from New 
York in the early part of this 
month, and a few days previous, 
a mortgage for a million and a 
half was filed with the County Clerk, 
for the alleged purpose of securing 
funds to build the first soventy-flve 
miles of this road, from San Pedro 
harbor northward through Los An­ 
geles and Pasadena, and into the 
reart of the Sierra Madre mountains.

The assertion has been made that 
should Ixis Angeles be successful in 
obtaining the State Democratic Con­ 
vention there would not be sufficient 
room at the hotels, boarding and 
lodging-houses to accomodate the 
visitors.

Salt Lake Pete, an Indian was ar- 
•rested last Tuesday at Porterville, Tu­ 
piarte county, by Deputy United States 


Marshal Dunlap, charged with mur­ 
dering Juan Baptis a December 25, 
1886. Baptista was a doctor and had 
been doctoring an Indian by the name 
of Hunter Jim for about three months, 
lie failed to break up the disease, 
which had continued about three 
years and resulted in the death of his 
patient December 24, 1886. Hunter 
Jim was a great friend of Salt Lake 
Pete, and when the latter heard of 
his friend’s death he became enraged 
and determined to assassinate Bap­ 
tista. On Christmas morning about 
daybreak, in company with another 
Indian, he called at the Doctor’s 
house and told him his services were 
required at the house of the deceased. 
The Doctor immediately dressed and 
proceeded, in company with the In­ 
dians, toward the house of his pa­ 
tient. 
While they were walking 
alone, the two Indians fired five shots 
from rifles, instantly killing Juan Bap­ 
tista. The facts of the case were first 
made known to the United States offi­ 
cials by C. G. Belknap, who was act­ 
ing as Indian Agent at the Tulare 
River Agency, hut the matter was 
allowed to drag along until the evi­ 
dence could be collected, and it was 
not until last Tuesday that any arrests 
were made. C. G. Belknap was sub­ 
poenaed as a witness, and was kept 
engaged yesterday in locating some of 
the most prominent witnesses. The 
case was set for April 6th for exami­ 
nation. Deputy United States Mar­ 
shal Dunlap left last evening for Tu­ 
lare county, where he will arrest sev­ 
eral other parties in connection with 
the affair. Salt Lake Pete is now in­ 
carcerated in the county jail.
